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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-5 and 8-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

The scope of independent claim 1 cannot be clearly determined because it is 
unclear whether a "broom" itself is actually being positively claimed here. Although the 
preamble recites "[A] truck mounted rotating broom system" and line 2 recites "a rotating 
broom mounting and control assembly", the claim is not exactly clear as to whether the 
"broom" itself is actually being positively claimed. 

Claim 3, lines 3-4, the recitation "and said control assembly" makes the claim 
language/scope unclear since such phrase is inconsistent with the language used back 
in claim 1, line 2, reciting "a rotating broom mounting and control assembly". 

Consistent terminology must be used throughout all claims for a clear 
understanding of the scope of the claimed invention. 

The scope of independent claim 4 cannot be clearly determined because it is 
unclear whether a "broom" itself is actually being positively claimed here. Although the 
preamble recites "[A] truck mounted rotating broom system" and line 1 1 recites "a 
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broom positioning, supporting, and rotating assembly", the claim is not exactly clear as 
to whether the "broom" itself is actually being positively claimed. 

Claim 8, lines 1-2, consistent terminology must be used with respect to "the 
mounting and control assembly" (see claim 1, line 2). 

Claim 8, line 3, consistent terminology should be used with respect to "the 
rotating broom and mounting and control assembly" (emphasis added; see claim 1, line 
2). 

Claim 9, line 2, "the rotating broom" lacks proper antecedent basis. 

Claim 14, line 2, "the rotating broom mounting and control assembly" lacks 
proper antecedent basis. 

Although withdrawn, Applicant is respectfully requested in reviewing the 
language of dependent claim 6 in view of the above matters for clarity and consistency.
